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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING DIVISION 
VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
STRAFFORD 


I herewith submit a report of PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING ACTIVITIES carried on in the town of Straf- 
ford.by the Vermont Health Department during 1956. 

These activities fall into three categories: _ 


1. Clinics and Conferences; one was held in Strafford. 


2. Visits to Homes and Schools; 109 were made in 
Strafford. 


83. Other Visits; 15 were made in Strafford. 

Clinics were of three types — Well Child Medical Con- 
ferences, Polio Immunization Clinics, and Chest X-ray 
Clinics. 


Well Child Medical Conferences offer an opportunity 
for physical examination and immunization against small- 
pox, diphtheria and tetanus. Whooping cought immuniza- 
tion is included for children under six. One of these con- 
ferences was held under the sponsorship of the Parent - 
Teacher Association for children under six. Forty-six chil- 
dren attended and were examined by Dr. W. F. Putnam. 
They received a total of 43 immunizations. Children under 
six and those in the lower grades are selected to attend these 
conferences so that physical defects can be found before 
they become serious and so that immunizations can be com- 
pleted before school age. Even though many children re- 
ceive their initial immunizations from their family physi- 
cian during their first year they do need boosters by school 
age. 

The Polio Vaccination Clinic Program was continued 
in 1956 so that now everyone from birth to age 19 has had 
an opportunity to receive polio vaccine. A large percentage 
of children has received at least two doses of this vaccine, 
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either in clinics in Strafford or Norwich, or. in their physi- 
cian’s office. Some younger children have had three doses. 
Both types of clinics were made possible by volunteers, 


nurses and others, who assumed responsibility for necessary 
arrangements, and by the interest and. cooperation of Miss 
Nancy Hewson, R.N., and Dr. Putnam, who spent many 
hours working at clinics. 


Chest X-ray Clinics in Barre, Randolph and White 
River Junction were attended by Strafford people who_were 
referred by their physician because they have had tubercu- 
losis, have symptoms suspicious of tuberculosis, or have 
been exposed to it. 


It has been noticeable during the past year that an in- 
creasing number of perplexing health problems has been 


referred to the Public Health Nurse by physicians, school 
personnel and parents. While it has not been possible to 
solve all of them, the nurse has tried to help, either from 
her own knowledge or by referring them to other divisions 
of the Health Department, or to other agencies such as the 
Vermont Association for the Crippled, the Vermont Associ- 
ation for the Blind, and the Vermont Department of Social 
Welfare. We welcome these opportunities to be of service 
and hope that referrals will continue to be made.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 


This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1956, 
and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 


The Strafford schools were maintained for 170 days. 
One hundred forty-five resident pupils were enrolled with 
an average daily attendance of 122.84. Forty-six pupils at- 
tended high school in other towns. The average cost per 
pupil was, for the elementary school $254.90, for high 
school $244.59. Eighty-nine elementary pupils were trans- 
ported at an average cost of $73.49 per pupil. 


The total number of different pupils enrolled in the 
elementary school was 145; 92 were promoted, 14 promoted 
conditionally, 12 not promoted, 24 transferred to other. 
schools, and three dropped out of school. The percentage 
of attendance for the year was 93.5. / 


I am grateful to the Parent - Teacher Association for 
sponsoring the school lunch program at the Newton School, 
and to the other organizations, teachers and townspeople 
for their support.
